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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

1) embodiment 1, the first repairing pattern and the second repair 
pattern are not connected to the common line, Figs. 2-3; 

2) embodiment 2, the first repairing pattern and the second repair 
pattern are connected to the common line, Fig.4; 

3) embodiment 3, the cutting region of the common line has a width smaller than 
other section of the common line and pixel electrode not covers the cutting region, 
Fig.5; 

4) embodiment 4, two recess regions are formed in the pixel electrode and 
directly above the cutting region, Fig. 6; 

5) embodiment 5, a plurality of slits are formed in the pixel electrode, Fig. 7; 

6) embodiment 6, the common line beside the data line as a repair section and 
the cutting region between the second repair terminal and the section of the common 
line having a width smaller than other section of the common line and pixel electrode 
not covers the cutting region, Fig.8; 

7) embodiment 7, one recess region is formed in the pixel electrode and directly 
above the cutting region, and the common line beside the data line as a repair section, 
Fig.9; 
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8) embodiment 8, a plurality of slits are formed in the pixel electrode, and the 
common line beside the data line as a repair section, Fig. 10. 

The species are independent or distinct because the different embodiments need 
different searches.
